siw them perform were largely from
the same scctlon.

The firet race was won by Graydon,
owned by Parker & Carpenter, of
Ablngton, with Lilllan Roy, owned by
John Slattery, of Scranton, second,
Itest time, 2.27%.

The second race went to Wilkes Me-
dium, owned by Levi A, Patterson, of
Carbondale, with Callle K., owned by
George Mulley, of Scranton, second.
Tlest time, 2,21%.

The crowd that came down from
Seranton and the rest as well, were
disappointed at the field of starters in
each event and the manner in which
they went off. Yesterday’s races were
g0 good that it was the expectation that
today's programme would furnish some
fine sport. Hach of the races was de-
vifld of exciting features or incldents
of rote, except when one of the drivers
was tuken from his sulky and another
substituted,

The tralners and stable hands got
busy as soon as the races were over
making preparations to get thelr horses
away for the Maitland falr, which
apens  In Wallsville next Tuesday,
Nearly all the same performers will
race there.

Opening prices
were lower, though mostly fractional, but
the unsettled tone which charueterized
the day's comparatively moderate trans-
acllons wus apparent from the outlset.
Migsourl Pacific was the chlel sufferer
in tho early trading, selling off ahout 2
polnts and making no recovery, The de-
cline In the Grangers and Paclfies was In
part due to reports of frost In the corn
belt, The selling of Baltimore and Ohlo
was accompanled by reports that Insiders
had discounted the extra stock lssue, Bt
Paul received belter support soon after
the apening, but in the main stocks which
then held thelr own wero of the so-enlled
pool class, There wna no great pressure
against any partlcular stock, but the
carly high rate for call money, 10 per
vent.—couplid with reporta that some of
the banks were showing discrimination
in the mattey of collateral, added to the
Inerensing uneasiness, Loulsville and
Nashville and Rock Island were among
the few stocks that reflected firmness at
this juncture, the latter selling ex-divi-
dend. Trading recelved another check
In the secand hour when call money ad-
vanced some more, but no great amount
of long stock =eemed to be offered. There
winy o rally In the Granger group on re-
